In India Pandit Nehruf to the 
sound of cheers from his parlia- 
ment, has announced India will 
not be a party to signing the 
treaty with Japan because it en- 
croaches on the independence of 
an Asian people. The fact the 
Japanese people want the troops 
there, and have asked for them, 
is ignored. 

Nehru is one of the world’s 
brilliant men. He has the repu- 
tation of being a pragmatist. In 
the vears immediately after the 
‘war he assumed a steadily in- 
icreasing stature. This reached 
its peak when he stood with oth- 
er members of the United Nations 
in denouncing the Communist 
aggression in Korea. 

Since that time he has lost 
stature. That he should lose it 
with the West is one thing. He 
would argue this was sure to 
happen if he did not entirely 
support the West. But, he has 
also seen his prestige decline at 
home. The Congress party, which 
was a creation of Gandhi's, now 
has formidable opposition. With- 
out Gandhi the party seems to 
lack seul or meaning. 

The West, for all its technical 
vulnerability, can argue with 
considerable supporting ev- 
idence, that Nehru has been in- 
consistent and has played poli- 
tics in a manner both cheap and 
unrealistic,

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Ominous Turn at Kaesong 


In both Washington and Tokyo there is 
growing apprehension over Communist 
motives in Korea. 

For weeks there were strong indications 
of a genuine Communist desire for a cease- 


fire, subject to the usual Communist hag- 
gling, venomous charges and delaying tac- 
tics. There. was even some evidence of 
dissension betwen Peiping and Moscow. 
Four times the Chinese and North Korean 
negotiators bowed to United Nations de- 
mands in order to keep the talks going. 


Now the Communists are persisting with 
the ridiculous charges UN planes bombed 
the neutral city of Kaesong, site of the 
truce talks. Communist forces, built up in 
strength during the long fighting lull while 
tne talks were in progress, are attacking in 
larger /numbers. The Communists are 
boasting of a greater air force, supplied, 
according to Peiping radio, by popular sub- 
scriptiAn tt more likely by Soviet Russia. 

Peiping is disregarding Gen. Ridgway’s 
polite but firm offer to continue the cease- 
fire negotiations when the Communists 
come to their senses. 


Even more ominous, though, is the news 
from Russia. 
* On Wednesday Russian newspapers, in 
almost identical words, published leading 


editorials charging the United States with 
seeking to prolong the war in Korea and to 
maintain United States forces and bases on 
Korean soil in preparation for future oper- 


ations against the Soviet Union and Com- 
munist China. The papers also took up the 
Peiping charges that the United States was 
guilty of having provoked incidents de- 
signed to interrupt the truce talks. 

It is especially significant that the Rus- 
Sian newspapers, all government owned 
and controlled and all speaking in practi- 
cally the same language, claimed United 
States forces in Korea constitute a threat 
not only to China but also to the Soviet 
Union. Russia and Communist China are 
tied by a military alliance providing for 
Soviet assistance in case of an attack by 
Japan or an ally of Japan. After the Japa- 
nese peace treaty is signed at San Francisco 
next week this country will become allied 
with Japan. 

While it is possible the Russian barrage 
is aimed at forcing concessions by the 
West at the San Francisco conference, it 
appears the Russian people are being pre- 
pared for a new turn in international de- 
velopments. 

And the new accord between Commu- 
nist China and Moscow is anything but 
reassuring.

Judge the Man 
By His Itinerary 


WASHINGTON—The best way to appraise the 
statement of Senator Robert A. Taft that he is 
not a candidate for the Republican presidential 

nomination is to take a look at his speaking engagements. 


Only recently he returned from an extensive tour of the New 
England states, in which he delivered major addresses in Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire and Maine. P 


In September he strikes out for an even more ambitious tour of 
the Middle West. The schedule he has mapped out calls for speeches 
in Minneapolis, Grand Forks, North Dakota; Fargo, North Dakota: 
Des Moines, Kansas City. Omaha, Pittsburgh, and Cincinnati and 
Columbus in his home state of Ohio. After that he is planning a 
trip to the Pacific coast, which will probably come later in the fall. 


The Ohio senator sheds himself of one pretense at least. While 
disclaiming any role of candidate, he admits that the chief purpose 
of his traveling about is to learn whether the Republicans want him 
as their presidential nominee next year. Naturally, wherever he 
goes and speaks he will be in consultation with the party leaders 


In that area. He expects to learn the sentiment of the party from 
these contacts. 


Active Actually, of course, Senator Taft is about as active a 

candidate for the GOP nomination as ever came along. 
The modesty he assumes in saying merely that he is in a receptive 
mood if the party wants him is a license that all candidates take. 
Every aspirant for public office, all the way from sheriff to Presi- 
dent, likes to create the impression that there is a demand for his 
services. | 


Obviously, in undertaking the heavy speaking program he has, 
he is out not so much to feel out public sentiment as to create sen- 
timent in his behalf. Otherwise he could find out pretty much what 
the party is thinking by a series of questionnaires addressed to key 
leaders here and there. 


Taft has had the presidential bee for some years. Two defeats 
for the nomination have only whetted his appetite to walk off with 
the party prize. 


As things stand today, the Ohioan is conceded to hold a long 
lead over any of his prospective opponents. Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey's self elimination after two defeats for the presidency has 
tended to’ remove his most dangerous opposition. The spadework 
Taft and his supporters have been doing promises to deliver up- 
wards of 400 delegates for him on the first ballot in the 1952 con- 
vention, according to the best present calculations. 

He would need, on this basis, only 


T 
A Hundred .. otes about a hundred-odd additional votes to 
put him over. History shows that a man who comes that close rare- 
lv fails to command a majority. It is always easy to trade for the 
needed extra delegates where the presidency is involved. 


Perhaps the only man who might defeat Taft for the nomination 
is General Dwight Eisenhower, whose political affiliations and lean- 
ings are yet to be made known. It might be possible for the anti- 
Taft forces in the party to pool their strength behind a man like 
Eisenhower and win out in the convention. But the chances are 
that General Ike would have to lend himself openly to the project 
by entering his name in some of the preferential primaries. This he 
has shown no indication of doing to date. 


If Eisenhower keeps out of the active list, the nomination prom- 
{ses to go to Taft by default, practically. That is the way the situ- 
ation seems to stack up today. That is why Taft probably feels it 
unnecessary to declare himself formally yet.

Electionitis in the Senate 


WASHINGTON—An interesting, perhaps significant, paradox is revealing it- 
self in Congress as the Senate moves toward action on two major measures eme- 
braced in our international defense program—the foreign military and economie 
aid bill and a tax measure. This paradox is a reversal of the usual formula of re- 

._ a oe cent years in which the House has been the more conservative and economy- 

a . GE minded on our international program. The Senate almost invariably has brought 

it closer to Administration estimates. While the combined Senate Foreign Relations and Armed Services 

Committees followed the House in reducing the Administration's request for foreign military and econom- 

ic aid by a billion dollars—from $8,500,000,000 to $7,500,000,000—there is the probability that the Senate 
will slash the amount still further when it acts finally on the measure. 


As for taxes, the House voted increases of 
$7 200,000,000. The Administration had asked $10,- 
000,000,000. But the prospect is that the revenue 
bill now being drafted by the Senate Finance 
Committee will be closer to $5,000,000,000 when 
it goes to the floor for action. 


All of this upsets a traditional pattern of 
recent years in which the Senate has gener- 
ally been more liberal, in the usually ac- 
cepted as well as the philosophical meaning, 
on matters of appropriations, as it has been 
also on social reform measures. 


The customary explanation is that the House 
is inclined to be more cautious as its whole mem- 
bership must face the voters every two years, 
whereas only a third of the Senate is up for re- 
election every two years. 

The House, in short, is more susceptible to 
what is known as “electionitis.” 

It is showing the effects of that exposure this 
year as usual, with, however, perhaps some- 
what more than normal sensitivity. This, of 
itself, may reflect strong currents running among 
the public. When the Senate goes even further 
in its resistance to Administration demands for 
a considerable foreign aid program and taxes to 
help sustain that and our own mammoth mili- 
tary program, this would seem to indicate a 
perhaps more substantial revulsion against spend- 
ing and taxes than is generally recognized. 

It probably signifies a sense of frustration 
among our people, which may be temporary, 
over the demands of our new role of world lead- 
ership and the burdens that necessarily entails, 
from which there is mo promise of surcease in 
any realistic appraisal of present threats and 
dangers. It is thus a fact of large political im- 
port and consequence of which political leader- 
ship seemingly has taken too little account. 

For something is lacking somewhere, as the 
situation in the Senate attests. 

There is, of course, electionitis in the Senate. 
That virus has infected key spots because of cir- 
cumstances. For example, the Senate Adminis- 
tration floor leader, Senator McFarland (Dem., 
Ariz.) is up for re-election, and he has exhibited 
symptoms, notably in his recent desertion of the 
Administration on beef controls. Then there 


the more recent revolt against the foreign spend- 
ing program by the Administration’s hitherto 
ever-loyal, ever-faithful foreign policy leader, 
Senator Tom Connally (Dem., Tex.), chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee. He is up 
for re-election and showing signs of strain and 
stress. 


Of the 35 individual members of the Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services Committees, which 


»handle the foreign aid program, and the Fi- 


nance Committee, which has charge of the tax 
bill, 12 are up for re-election. This is only a shade 
abové the ratio of the whole Senate, 32, who are 
up for re-election, though it is a high percent- 
age for only three of the 15 Senate committees. 

But there seems to be more than electionitis 
at work in the current atmosphere in the Senate. 
For these three committees, because of their im- 
portance, embrace a substantial proportion of 
veterans and experienced leaders who are cog- 
nizant of their responsibility and are not easily 
moved by emotional unheavals among the elec- 
torate.

First-A ppearance Artists 
Often Capture Fancy 


Of Atlanta Audiences

Artists who can offer anything 
along the musical line from a 
musical saw to selections on a 
prized Stradivarius could be 
program “hits” for Atlanta au- 
diences. 

But who makes the selections? 
Who decides whether Atlanta 
audiences would prefer a solo- 
ist or a string ensemble, a bal- 
let or a pianist? 

With arrangements practically 
at the finish line for the forth- 
coming season of the Atlanta 
Music Club (it opens on Oct. 8 
with the English pianist Solo- 
man), some of the behind-the- 
scenes work was investigated. 

“The main thing we have to 
consider,” said Mrs. Lee Ed- 
wards, chairman of the Talent 
Procurement Committee, “is our 
budget. We naturally want the 
best, yet we don’t seek those 
who have in a sense already 
arrived. There are new ones 
arriving on the musical hori- 
zon all the time, and it’s those 
we like to bring down so that 
Atlantans can really get to 
know them first. Our committee 
meets several times during the 
year to figure on the cost, to 
work out a schedule, when we 
can get the auditorium, when 
we can get a contract, and lots 
of times we plan to see if we 
can have a party.” 

Mrs. Edwards said members 
of the committee read all the 
musical reviews from New York, 
check on press, radio and TV 
notices, sometimes make per- 
sonal visits to artists in New 
York. 

“Agents swamp us with visits 
as well as information about 
their chents and sometimes 
clients make their own con- 
tacts,” continued Mrs. Edwards, 
“and there are literally hun- 
dreds of people planning con- 
cert tours.

In granting the temporary order. 
Judge Clarence Vaughn wrote tnat 
he did not intend to prohibit or- 
derly questiohing of the prisoner. 

The petition, filed in DeKalb 
Superior Court, states that when 
Kkdwards endeavored to confer 
with his client the night of. Aug. 
22 #t the DeKalb County Jail, the 
attorney found the Negro 
“crying, shaking from head to foot 
and begging and pleading _§ for 
mercy with blood running from 
corners of his mouth,” 

Edwards further declared when 
he informed Chief Sutton that a 
confession obtained under such 
circumstances would not stand up 
in court. the chief grabbed him 
hv the arm and slung him against 
the wall. ; 


Brice and Joe Edwards. after 


the incident Tuesday night, ap- 
neared at The Constitution office 
and signed a three-page unsworn 
statement alleging police brutality 
to Robinson.

Cook Labor Day Weekend Meals 
All in a Few Hours Saturday A. M.

What are you going to do this 
weekend? 

Are you going to have fun 
with the family and. friends? 
Or, are you dismally looking 
forward to three long days of 
cooking for ravenous appetites 
that always seem to develop on 
holidays? We think you are en- 
titled to be kitchen-free. So 
here's an idea. We have planned 
three dinner menus built around 
roast turkey which can be 
cooked Saturday. The leftovers 
from that will make enough for 
a cold platter for Sunday's din- 
ner and all the little trimmings 
will make a big bowl of turkey 
chop suey for a Labor Day 
buffet. 

We have suggested turkey 
since it is a reasonably good buy 
and because it is available in 
smal! sizes or halves to fit any 
size family. Roasting hens are 
excellent buys, too, and may be 
substituted for turkey. Or, if 
you prefer ham, substitute cold 
sliced ham for turkey on the 
Sunday platter and ham a la 
king served on the crisp noodles 
or rice for the turkey chop suey. 

On Saturday you can get al! 
this ready before 11 a. m:: Stuff 
the turkey,. make the chocolate 
ice-box cake, cook the sweet po- 
tatoes, make the tomato aspic 
and the lime chiffon whip. Roast 
the turkey any time Saturday. 
This way the bulk of all the 
cooking will be finished. 

Breakfasts for these days may 
be fruit juice, cereal, toast or 
sweet rolls and coffee. Lunches 
may @asily come from cans. Use 
fanned soups, canned meats or 
fish for salads or sandwich fill- 
ings. And there you have the 
menus with plenty of time left 
over for you to “vacation.”

ROAST TURKEY 

Any size turkey may be 
roasted. Allow 1 cup stuffing per 
pound ready-to-cook weight. 
Stuff just before roasting, and 
skewer to hold bird in shape. 
Brush skin with melted fat. 
Place breast down, on a rack 
at least 12 inch high in a shal- 
low open pan. Lay fat-mois- 
tened thin cloth over top 
of bird. Roast at low tempera- 
ture. Oo not sear. Do not add 
water. Do not cover. . see 
bird when about three-fourths 
done. ‘Roast until the drum- 
stick-thigh joint moves easilv. 
Another test is to press the 
drumstick meat between fin- 
gers. It should be very soft when 
done. Do not pierce with fork. 
A 6 to 8 pound turkey in a 
325 degree oven requires about 
3'5 to 4 hours. A1l0to15 pound 
turkey in a 300 degree oven re- 
quires about 20 minutes to the 
pound.

Is a Many 
Use Vegetable 


Cabbage has been a best buy 
fn the markets for several 
weeks, and since cabbage is one 
of our most nutritious vege- 
tables, it might be sm: rt of us 
homemakers to become a little 
cabbage-minded. 

Those outer green leaves are 
full of good old vitamin C, so 
don't discard them. If they 
aren't handsome and firm 
enough for salads, cook them. 
Cabbage for salads should be 
shredded just before using, as 
the exposure of the cut surfaces 


to air is a vitamin killer. Long 
soaking in ice water may crisp 
the cabbage beautifully, but it 
robs it of nutrition at the same 
time. Buy your cabbages fresh 
and crisp and use them while 
they're still that way. if youd 
make the most of cabbage. 

When you cook cabbage, do it 
the quick way—6 minutes for 
shredded cabbage, 15 minutes or 
longer for cabbage cut into 
chunks. There should still be a 
little crispness about the vege- 
table when it is served.

Old country sweet-sour cab- 
bage was cooked so long that it 
became very smelly and strong 
flavored. Some people still like 
it that way, but most of us pre- 
fer cabbage modern stvle, deli- 
cate in flavor and with some 
body to it.
